This  week,  the  CD  13  team  outreached  a total  of  18  hours  and  spent  6 hours  reviewing  and  completing 
paperwork.  It  was  a short  week  due  to  team  meetings,  however,  the  team  was  able  to  complete  the  required 
minimum  hours.  Additionally,  the  team  spent  long  hours  with  individual  clients  working  on  their  current 
housing  needs.

o Of  these,  2 of  the  13  contacts  were  new  contacts,  and  we  saw  several  individuals  multiple 
times. 

4 clients  currently  have  housing  vouchers  and  are  in  the  process  of  searching  for 
homes:  3 have  filed/received  HACLA  voucher  extensions. 

Approximately  3 people  may  have  been  identified  as  the  most  vulnerable  clients,  2 of  the  3 
are  extremely  vulnerable.

• The  team  continues  to  outreach  the  extremely  vulnerable  senior  couple  from  the  alley  on  Union  and 
Temple  (CD13  request).  Provided  food,  water,  clothing,  hygiene  kits  and  are  currently  assisting  with 
emergency  services.  The  woman  client,  s completely  blind  with  other  physical  disabilities  and 

mental  health  issues.  Her  partner/  care-giver,  opens  to  be  a Veteran.  The  team  is  connecting  him 

with  PATH  Veteran  Services.  Both  clients  completed  a CES  assessment.  The  team  was  able  to  place  the
